BREEDING PROBLEMS 


Prof. W. A. Craft, Asst. Prof. Animal Hus- 
bandry, Oklahoma Agr.

Why is it that some bulls are better 
breeders than others? 

The selection of a bull that will transmit 
his characteristics to his offspring to the 
highest degree is not a new problem of the 
cattle breeder, but it is one which the earl- 
iest improvers met with. It is a known fact 
that sometimes a bull of excellent individu- 
ality does not prove to be a “good breeder.” 
In other words, he does not have the power 
to transmit his likeness to his offspring. The 
bull that can transmit his characteristics to 
his offspring to a marked degree is said to 
be prepotent. Prepotency is not a property 
of the bull only but cows may be prepotent 
also. It is often believed that prepotency is 
a characteristic of an animal as a whole, and 
that it is closely related to vigor. Vigor 
and masculinity are of the utmost import- 
ance in animal breeding but there is no con- 
vincing evidence that prepotency of any 
specific characteristic is due to masculinity. 

An animal may be prepotent for one char- 
acteristic and not prepotent for others. In 
other words, prepotency is concerned with 


certain parts of an animal instead of with 
the animal as a whole. The inheritance of 
animals is made up of units and the power 
to transmit these is determined for each 
unit by the inherent make-up of the animal. 
When an Aberdeen-Angus, pure for black 
and polled, is crossed on a red horned indi- 
vidua! the offspring is black and polled. 
Then we may say that the Aberdeen-Angus 
is highly prepotent for these two character- 
istics. However, if the offspring from this 
cross is crossed with a red and horned in- 
dividual the offspring in the long run will 
be of four different kinds, namely; black- 
polled, black-horned,red-polled and red-horn- 
ed. It is evident that the Aberdeen-Angus 
which is pure for these two characteristics 
is more prepotent than the cross-bred. It is 
now clear that prepotency depends on the 
purity of the animals mated. Individuals 
that are pure (homozygous) for the largest 
number of characteristics show the highest 
prepotency. 

As a rule animals that have been con- 
structively line-bred for several generations 
are more prepotent than those that have 
been promiscuously bred. Therefore a care- 
ful study of an animals pedigree aids the 
breeder in selecting prepotent animals. In- 
dividual merits should not be sacrificed how- 
ever. 

Pure bred animals merit our attention for 
two main reasons: (1) individual merits, 
(2) prepotency. Its individual merits are as 
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a rule evident. Its claim to prepotency r 
upon the fact that its ancestors, or at leas 
its immediate ancestors, possessed the sil 
individual merits and that it is apt toh 
much more prepotent for these merits the 
is an animal of equal merit but lacking # 
form ancestry.

Registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle have had much to do with 
the increased value of the land in this section of the State, both di- 
rectly and indirectly.

; show, the Boyle County load of 
calves, which was composed largely of Aberdeen-Angus but con- 
tained a few head of Shorthorns, was well up in the money and the 
best five head for their division were the top Aberdeen-Angus in the 
load.

The Doddies have play- 
ed such an important part 
in the success of the calf club 
work of the State that there 
is a very strong demand 
from county agents in all 
counties where clubs will be 
organized this year for pure 
bred Aberdeen-Angus calves. 
In fact the boys and girls 
who are joining the clubs this 
year are demanding Aber- 
deen-Angus and so far have 
not agreed to feed calves of 
the other beef breeds. 
Interest in the calf club 
work in the Aberdeenshire 
mentioned above is greater 
now than it has been at any 
time in the past. Banks, 
stores and business men are 
behind the calf clubs in all 
these counties financially and 
otherwise. Breeders and 
farmers who have pure bred 
calves of good quality have 
turned them over to the boys 
at fair prices and each county 
is going out this year with 
a stronger desire to win the 
championship at the Decem- 
ber Fat Stock Show. Last year Garrard County was the leader so 
far as number of calves on feed was concerned, having fifty-two 
head. Apparently they will lead the entire State again this year 
in this respect as they now have 132 pure bred Aberdeen-Angus 
calves placed with interested boys and girls. Boyle County is next 
with 55 high-class calves while Mercer will have approximately 50. 
Other counties in the State are anxious to find good calves of this 
breed but unless they can be bought outside the State, the boys 
will have to substitute other breeds.

Two preliminary meetings of these men were held in Spring- 
field during the latter part of 1924. On Jan. 23, 1925, a final or- 
ganization meeting was held at Hartford, Conn., at which the new 
organization known as the “Eastern Beef Producers’ Association” 
was definitely launched.

BULL DEMAND MAKING 
ITSELF FELT GENERALLY. 


The Journal has said all along that there were not going to be 
a sufficient number of good bulls to go around when the men who 
want them begin to stir this spring. That contention is being sup- 
ported daily by letters that are coming from every quarter of the 
cattle growing country. Mr. C. D. Littleton, of Kenton, Ohio, ex- 
presses his opinion of conditions as follows: “I will also add that 
the demand for good bulls has been much beyond our expectations,” 
this in connection with the reporting of a recent bull sale. He has 
almost disposed of his crop of serviceable calves now and in speak- 
ing of the sales says: “While we are not getting a big price for 
our calves we are doing very well, I will say that our success in dis- 
posing of our cattle is due to the fact that we always have an out- 
standing herd bull. At the present time we have a bull at the head 
of our herd that we purchased of Ed. Hall, the noted steer feeder, 
he is of the Eisa Trojan Erica family and sired by Enlate, the great 
bull owned by Col. Cooper, of Hedrick, Iowa, and I am sure that if 
other breeders would make a practice of selecting the best type as 
herd headers that they would have no trouble in selling all the good 
bulls that they could produce.”

Time was when the 
rural school was almost wholly a practice field for young inexpe 
ienced teachers. Deliberately and with “malice aforethought” they 
sought positions in rural schools for a year or two as the ca 
might be, long enough and only enough to qualify for positions» 
towns and cities nearby, the latter wisely demanding successful &- 
perience of applicants for positions in their systems. Signs 
changing conceptions are increasing in number and extent. Ati 
recent meeting of the State Teachers’ Association of Missouri hel 
at Kansas City, the State superintendent presented a State progral! 
for education in Missouri based primarily on the needs of 1m 
schools in that State which was enthusiastically received and adopt 
ed as the Association’s program. A large part of the membership 
of this Association is made up of teachers and school officers! 
city schools. Should this program go into effect, and signs poi! 
strongly to that probability, rural schools will be in a position t 
demand and secure teachers with as high qualifications in educatidt 
professional training, and successful experience as cities. The i 
tent of the program is more nearly to equalize educational opp 
tunity for all of the children of the State witlout regard to the 
places in which they live.

cation is concerned, are to be considered of equal importance as 
dividuals and as citizens, to the State of Missouri.

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Favorable Outlook for 
Live Stock 


A considerable increase in hog production 
next fall, and a corn acreage about the same 
as in 1924 are recommended by the United 
States Department of Agriculture in the 
second section of its annual outlook report 
released February 4th . 

Beef cattle prices this year should aver- 
age somewhat higher than last year, and 
those for sheep and wool should be at least 
on a par with those of 1924, the report says. 

Dairymen are urged to make no further 
expansion in their industry. Higher egg 
prices may be expected during the season of 
flush production this year than last, but 
poultry prices may be lower. 

“Hog producers,” the report says, “enter 
1925 with 18 per cent fewer hogs than a 
year ago and there is every indication that 
prices during the next 18 months will be 
higher than at any time since 1920. Six to 
eight million fewer pigs will be born this 
spring than last spring. Fewer sows will 
farrow next fall than farrowed last fall if 
producers respond to the unfavorable rela- 
tion of corn and hog prices as they have 
done in the past. 

“While the 1924 corn crop will probably 
be well cleaned up an increased acreage in 
1925 does not appear advisable in view of 
the indicated reduction in the feeding de- 
mand. Stocks of old corn on farms are like- 
ly to be smaller than usual in the begin- 
ning of the new crop year 1925, but it ap- 
pears that not more than an average crop 
will be required to supply the needs of the 
country for both feed and commercial pur- 
poses. 

Higher Beef Cattle Prices Expected.— 
“Prices for beef cattle for 1925 should aver- 
age somewhat higher than for 1924. The in- 
dustry is gradually working into a more fav- 
orable position due to the relation of beef 
to competing commodities, especially pork; 
improved industrial conditions, and in no 
small measure to the cattleman’s own sac- 
rifices. Market receipts will probably ke 
somewhat smaller than in 1924. All condi- 
tions indicate that the long-time outlook for 
the industry is even more favorable. 

Advises Against Expansion in Dairying.— 
“Further expansion in dairying in 1925 
seems inadvisable. A recovery in prices of 
dairy products could hardly be expected 
should the number of milk cows be further 
increased. Domestic production appears ade- 
quate, and the foreign dairy situation is such 
as to keep world market prices low and thus 
limit the height to which our butter prices 
can rise without bringing in foreign butter. 

Favorable Outlook fer Sheep and Wool.— 
“Prospects for the sheep industry in 1925 
appear favorable. The world wool outlook 
and the prospective meat situation in this 
country promise prices for 1925 at least on 
a par with those of 1924. There does not 
appear to be any immediate danger of over- 
production, as the increase in the number 
of sheep has as yet been only slight. 

Outlook for Peultry.—“The outlook of the 
poultry industry during 1925 from the stand- 
point of market egg prices is favorable 
while from the standpoint of market poultry 
prices it is not so encouraging. It seems 
probable that higher egg prices will prevail 
during the season of flush production this 
year than last. With an abnormally large 


carry-over of dressed poultry in storage it 
seems probable that lower prices on market 
poultry may prevail for at least the first 
half of the year. 

Colt Production Declines.—“There are as 
many horses and mules of working age on 


farms as will be needed for the coming sea- 
son, and average prices of work stock are 
lower than they were a year ago. A decided 
decrease in colt production during the past 
few years, however, points to a future short- 
age of good work stock. This shortage is 
likely to be acute during the time that colts 
foaled this year and next, or even young 
horses purchased now are still in active ser- 
vice.

Signs of Better Times 


Cows are the principal investment of 
northern Colorado feeders this year, accord- 
ing to Ray Reynolds, of Longmont, who was 
on the Denver market recently with a con- 
signment of fair quality she stock which he 
sold to fair advantage. 

“Some of the feeders have steers,” said 
Mr. Reynolds, “but cows and heifers are far 
more plentiful. It seems lucky that it is 
that way this year, too. California demand 
is mostly for heavy cows, and I expect that 
those buyers will do a lot to make the mar- 
ket better for the feeders. The buyers from 
the west coast have been active around 
Longmont, and in fact all thru the north.” 

“T believe” says E. C. Gatewood, Director 
of the American Hereford Cattle Breeders’ 
Association, in the American Hereford Jour- 
nal, “that the increased demand for pure 
bred sires, which was so noticeable at the 
Royal and International shows, is a good 
gauge by which we can judge the future. 
Every business man well knows what the 
cattleman has had to contend with, and 
those are fortunate who have survived. 

“The pure bred sire is absolutely neces- 
sary to the success of the cattle industry, 
and the breeder who has carried on his 
work should have every consideration and 
support. 

“One of the mistakes breeders are mak- 
ing is their failure to organize in their re- 
spective communities and to maintain a 
standard price. 

“Too much stress can not be laid on the 
importance of saving only the best calves 
for breeding. ; 

“The present prices make this an oppor- 
tune time for selecting and etsablishing a 
pure bred herd, as where the lack of ¢e- 
mand for breeding animals exists, interest 
on the investment can be realized by turn- 
ing the surplus into beef.”

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| WINNERS AT IOWA STATE FAIR 


What is nicer about the farm than a good pair of pure bred mares, capable of doing 
a good days work along with the task of growing a big lusty colt each year?

Brandon Paper Takes Interest. 

That Mr. J. D. McGregor, of Branden, 
does not have to fight his battles alone is 
evidenced by a clipping from a December 
issue of one of the Brandon papers which 
has reached our desk in which attention is 
called at length to the fine display of Glen- 
carnock breeding at the recent Chicago In- 
ternational show, which is as follows: 

“At the recent Chicago International ex- 
position the records show that there were 
twelve Aberdeen-Angus animals exhibited 
from the Glencarnock farms herd of James 
D. McGregor, of this city. These animals 
were all under two years of age, and were 
bred by Mr. McGregor and calved on Glen- 
carnock Stock farms. They were sold last 
spring to H. O. Harrison, of San Francisco, 
California, and Hartley Stock farms, Page, 
North Dakota, and were exhibited by these 
two breeders at the International last week. 

“These animals won in their respective 
classes six first prizes, three second prizes, 
two third prizes and one fourth prize. Tak- 
ing into consideration the fact that the Ab- 
erdeen-Angus exhibit this year was, by far, 
the strongest ever shown, there being from 
twenty-five to thirty-five animals in each 
class, this probably constitutes a record win 
for this big show for animals all originating 
from one herd. As well as winning individ- 
ually the above-mentioned prizes in their re- 
spective classes, they also won first for 
group of three bulls and first and third for 
junior herd. 

“It is interesting to note that these ani- 
mals were all sons and daughters of the 
world-famous Blackeap Revolution, the 
grand champion Aberdeen-Angus bull at the 
Chicago International last year, when shown 
by Mr. McGregor and sold by him for 
$15,000 cash during the week of the fair to 
Mr, Harrison. 

While Blackeap Revolution has already 
distinguished himself as an outstanding 
show animal, his success as a sire is fast be- 


coming fully as noteworthy as is evidenced 
in the high honors awarded these animals 
from the Glencarnock farms herd at the 
1924 Chicago International exposition and 
also at all the leading American and Cana- 
dian fairs held during the summer and fall.”

Nels Monson, of Reliance, South Dakota, 
claims the honor of being one of the newer 
members in the Aberdeen-Angus business, 
having started his little herd three years 
ago. He has a round dozen cows and heif- 
ers now and the Erica bull Terrace Hill Eri- 
ca 230872 is in service.
